BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese Prime Minister 
Shafiq AI Wazzan asked President Amin 
Gemayel to accept his resignation Wed-, 
nesday, as shells crashed into residential 
parts of east Beirut, but he was persuaded to 
stay on. 


Mr. Wazzan told reporters after 
a cabinet meeting that he had wan- 
ted Mr. Gemayel to come to a dec- 
ision on the resignation he ten- 
dered last September. 

The prime minister, who wants 
to hand over to a government of 
national unity, said he would con- 
tinue in office until Mr. Gemayel 
completes a new round of national 
consultations. 

Mr. Wazzan originally asked to 
leave office immediately after the 
Sept. 26 ceasefire between the 
army and rival militias. On that 
occasion too Mr. Gemayel insisted 
he remain at his post - 

The ceasefire has been under 
constant threat and reconcilia dan 
talk* in Geneva last month bet- 
ween Lebanon’s main factional 
leaders did little to pacify the cou 
nuy. 

The shelling in' east Beirut 
Wednesday foDowed an outbreak 
erf fighting in the mountains bet- 
ween^ thr Lebanese army and 
Druze militias, security sources 
said. 


State-run Beirut Radio said the 
bombardment wounded one per- 
son and did heavy damage to pro- 
perly. Falangist radio, which is 
based in east Beirut, put the cas- 
ualty toll at 12 injured. 

Reports of fighting also came 
from the northern port of Trijwli, 
where local militias allied to rival 
Palestinian factions exchanged 
mortar, machine-gun and small 
arms fire. 

Unidentified warplanes flew 
over Beirut on reconnaissance 
missions but there were no reports 
of them encountering anti-aircraft 
fire. 

Gemayel briefs cabinet 

A cabinet statement said Mr. 
Gemayel briefed his ministers on 
his trip last week to the United 
States, where he sought a new 
formula for the withdrawal of Isr- 
aeli and Syrian forces from Leb-> 
anon. - 

President- Reagan told Mr. 
Gemayel the United States was 


committed to the present formula, 
the Lebanese-Israeli troop wit- 
hdrawal agreement signed lasL 
May 17. 

But Syria has rejected the agr- 
eement and political sources say 
Mr. Gemayel will have trouble 
reconvening the Geneva con- 
ference until he can offer opp- 
osition parties some alternative. 

Foreign Minister Elie Salem left 
for Syria Wednesday in search erf 
ways to get the reconciliation talks 
moving again and stabilise the fra- 
gile ceasefire. 

” ‘Reconciliation cabinet’ 

Mr. Gemayel mil try to increase 
the authority of his government by 
urging his rivals among the cou- 
ntry's warring factions to join in a 
broadly based “national rec- 
onciliation cabinet.” the Was- 
hington ' Post repotted Wed- 
nesday. 

The newspaper quoted unn- 
amed U.S. officials as saying Mr. 
Gemayel would also tiy to, work 
with Israel to establish a Lebanese 
civil authority in Israeli-occupied 
southern Lebanon to permit the 
eventual withdrawal of Israeli for- 
ces. 

The newspaper reported that 
the officials said these steps were 
agreed m-talks between Mr. Gem- 
ayel and President Reagan in 
Washington last week. 


Thatcher rules out unilateral withdrawal 


LONDON i R) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher Wednesday 
ruled out any unilateral British 
pull-out from the four-nation 
Western peacekeeping force in 
Lebanon. 

“Britain will not consider uni- 
lateral withdrawal or lead a str- 
ategic retreat from Lebanon.” she 
declared. 

Political pressure for pulling out 
the token 100-man British force 
sent to Beirut in February to join 
American, . French and Italian 
units has risen after recent U.S. 
bombing raids on Syrian positions. 

Mrs. Thatcher told parliament 
the services of the British force 
were very much valued by all parts 
of the Lebanese community. 

“They would be upset and even 
dismayed if our veiy valuable 
force, small though it may be, 
were to pull out,” she said. 

Meanwhile, the New York 


Times, saying that U.S. Marines in 
Lebanon were in a hopeless pos- 
ition, urged President Reagan 
Wednesday to pull them out an 
Jan. 1 to prevent further losses. 

In one of the more forceful edi- 
torials to appear in U.S. new- 
spapers after the weekend ups- 
urge of violence in Lebanon, the 
New York Times described the 
2,U(K) Marines in Beirut as “pas- 
sive diplomats in olive drab." 

The editorial said that to keep 
the Marines in Lebanon would 
serve only to give the Lebanese 
time to decide whether they wan- 
ted a weak coalition governing an 
area around Beirut, or a series of 
small factional enclaves. 

“They (the Lebanese) can make 
that choice in weeks and Mr. Rea- 
gan has nothing to fear from nam- 
ing the date ou which the Marines 
will leave. Try Jan. 1.” 


Senator seeks reappraisal 

On Tuesday, Senator Gary 
Hart, a contender for president in 
1984, urged that Congress be cal- 
led back into session to review 
U.S. military involvement in Leb- 
anon. 

“For the first time since Vie- 
tnam. the United States has made 
.air strikes on another nation," the 
Colorado Democrat said in a sta- 
tement issued by his Washington 
office. 

“In light of last weekend's act- 
ion and the danger of future att- 
acks on U.S. military personnel, it 
is time to call the Congress back to 
reopen the question of military 
involvement in Lebanon... 

“Congress must require Pre-, 
sident Reagan to state clearly 
what our Middle Eeast policy is 
and what mission our military pre- 
sence is designed to achieve." 


100 kiiled 
as planes 
collide in 
Madrid 


MADRID (R) — ■ About 100 peo- 
ple, many of them Japanese tou- 
rists, were feared killed Wed- 
nesday when two Spanish airliners 
collided in thick fog in Madrid’s 
second crash in less than two 
weeks, airline officials said. 

A Rome-bound Boeing 727 of 
the national airline Iberia was tak- 
ing off when a DC-9 of the domestic 
company Aviaco crossed its path 
on the main runway, airport off- 
icials said. 

The DC-9's fuel tanks exploded 
and fire broke out. 

Carlos Espinosa, the president 
of both airlines, said all 37 pas- 
sengers and five crew aboard the 
Aviaco plane were killed. The Ibe- 
ria plane was carrying 84 pas- 
sengers, including about 40 Jap- 
anese tourists, and nine crew. 

He told an airport news con- 
ference at least 23 passengers and 
eight crew had survived the crash 
which occurred 10 days after a 
Boeing 747 of the Colombian air- 
line Avianca crashed on its app- 
roach to Madrid's Barajas airport, 
killing 181 people. 

Transport Minister Enrique 
Baron said the n umb er of sur- 
vivors could be as hi gh as 40, some 
of whom had been unhurt and 
were not taken to hospital. 

A Renter correspondent rep- 
orted from the scene that the Avi- 
aco plane was almost totally desr 
troyed. “There were just bits and 
pieces,” the report said. 

Further along the runway the 
burnt-out hulk of the Iberia plane 
was stiD smoking. Only the engines 
and tails of the two aircraft were 
recognisable, it said. 

Mr. Espinosa said the airport 
i was open to traffic at the time of 
the crash and an offiaal weather 
report pot visibility at 300 metres. 

Iberia Flight 350 was cleared for 
takeoff while the Aviaco plane had 
been told to start its takeoff app- 
roach, he said. 

An Italian passenger who sur- 
vived said the Iberia pilot told him 
after the collision that he had had 
no time to manoeuvre when he saw 
the DC-9 taxiing across the runway 
in front of him. 

Officials said the Iberia Boeing 
727 was moving at about 300 kil- 
ometres per hour when it hit the 
Aviaco plane. 

Another survivor said the Iberia 
plane was already in the air when 
the crash occurred. 

Airport officials said the Iberia 
pilot. Captain Carlos Lopez Bar- 
ranco, may have tried to make an 
emergency lift-off after be saw the 
Aviaco plane. 


Italy urges 
expanded 
U.N. role 
in Lebanon 

ROME |R) — Italy's inner cab- 
inet Wednesday discussed the ris- 
ing violence affecting the U.S.- 
French-Italian-British peace force 
in Lebanon and called for a str- 
engthened role for the United 
Nations there. 

An official statement said the 
meeting had “examined the role 
of the I talian contingent and pro- 
poses that every possibility should 
be sought out to consolidate the 
U.N. presence in the Lebanese 
situation.” 

This should be done either by 
widening the responsibilities of 
the U.N. Interim Force in Leb- 
anon lUNIFLL) by new initiatives, 
it said. 

Foreign Minister Giuiio And- 
reotti was flying to Brussels Wed- 
nesday to discuss Lebanon’s pol- 
itical prospects and the future erf 
the multinational force with his 
U.S-. French and British col- 
leagues. NATO foreign ministers 
meet in Brussels Thursday.

Iran repeats threat to close Hormuz 


DHAKA iR] — Iranian Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Vellayafi said 
Wednesday his country wanted to 
maintain the security of the Straits 
of Hormuz, but would not hesitate 
to close the strategic waterway if 
its interests in the Gulf were thr- 
eatened. 

In a speech to Islamic foreign 
ministers meeting in Dhaka, he 
said that Iraq, Iran’s Gulf war 
adversary, and what he termed 
“world imperialism” had att- 
empted to portray Tehran as a 
danger to the security of the reg- 
ion. 

He said Iran had frequently 
undertaken to maintain the sec- 
urity of straits and was intent on 
fulfilling its obligation as long as 
its interests in the Gulf were pre- 
served. 


“But if we are ever deprived of 
our inalienable and legitimate 
rights, then we reserve oQrselves 
the right to reconsider our und- 
ertaking," Mr. Veliayati said. 

“In that case, the Gulf region 
will be secure for nobody and we 
will not hesitate in closing down 
the Strait of Hormuz." 

Large numbers of oil tankers 
taking crude from the Gulf to the 
West or Japan pass through the 
narrow straits every day. 

On the second day of their 
five-day meeting, delegates to the 
42-member Organisation of Isl- 
amic Conference lOlC) heard 
Iran and Iraq trading accusations . 
in separate speeches. 

‘U.S. faces quicksand’ 

Mr. Veliayati was quoted ear- 


lier by official Iranian sources as 
saying the United States faced a 
quicksand in Lebanon far greater 
than its involvement in the Vie- 
tnam war. 

The Iranian sources did not 
spell out what form the proposed 
co-ordination would take, but the 
meeting is expected to call for the 
immediate withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from Lebanon. 

■ Mr. Veliayati’ s> remarks were 
made during warm and friendly 
bilateral talks with the Syrian del- 
egation leader. Foreign Affairs 
-Minister of State Issam Nayeb. the 
sources said. 

“Mr. Veliayati said the United 
States has gathered all its allies to

Israelis close bridges 
following Jerusalem blast

sed the King Hussein and Prince 
Mohammad bridges across the 
River Jordan linki ng the occupied 
West Bank to the Easi Bank, the 
Jordanian News Agency, Petra, 
reported Wednesday. 

The move followed Tuesday's 
bomb blast in the Jewish area of 
Jerusalem which killed four and 
injured 46. 

Twenty-eight of the injured 
were still in hospital Wednesday. 
1U in serious condition, Israel 
Radio said. 

Supporters and opponents of 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
tPLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat 
both have claimed responsibility 
for the blast and Israeli Premier 
Yitzhak Shamir said Wednesday 
the explosion was a proof that Mr. 
Arafat is not a “moderate”.

of a chorus of Israeli outrage over 
the attack, the worst on an Israeli 
target since iy78. 

Senior officials continued to 
refuse comment on whether Isr- 
aeli warships in the Med- 
iterranean would allow Mr. Arafat 
to be evacuated by sea from his 
besieged base in Tripoli. 

Officials condemned the United 
■Nations for undertaking to help 
Mr. Arafat and his forces by let- 
ting the evacuation ships fly the 
U.N. flag. 

Minister without portfolio Ariel 
Sharon told French Television Mr. 
Arafat should not be allowed out 
.of Tripoli alive because it would 
lead to the reconstitution of the 
divided PLO. 

The ultra-nationalist Kach 
Party of Rabbi Meir Kahane said 
Arabs should be denied access to 
buses in Jerusalem.

Greece 
to provide 
ships for 
Palestinian 
evacuation 

ATHENS (R) — Greece has agreed 
to a request by Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat for ships to evacuate 
some 4,000 Palestinians from Tri- 
poli in Lebanon to North Yemen or 
Tunisia, a government spokesman 
said Wednesday. 

Official sources said that the 
first of four transport ships was 
leaving Wednesday and should 
reach the Lebanese coast by Fri- 
day. It was understood the 4,000 
Palestinians would include both 
fighters and civilians, they said. 

The government spokesman 
said the ships would carry both the 
Greek and the United Nations 
flags. 

He said Mr. Arafat had made 
the request in a message to Greek 
Foreign Under-Secretary Carolos 
Papoulias. It was accepted and 
passed on to the Merchant Marine 
Ministry. 

He added that the operation 
would take place under the sup- 
ervision of U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
and that the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) would cover 
the expenses. 

-Arafat to visit Iraq’ 

Meanwhile. Mr. Arafat will visit 
Iraq immediately after leaving 
Tripoli, an Iraqi newspaper rep- 
orted Wednesday. 

The paper, Ai Thawra, quoted a 
Palestinian source in Tripoli as 
saying Mr. Arafat “appreciated. 
Iraq’s support for the Palestinian 
revolution.’’ 

It did not say how the embattled 
PLO chairman might travel to 
Iraq. 


Soviet daily 
assails Iran 
for rejecting 
mediation 

MOSCOW (Rj — The Soviet 
army newspaper Krasnaya Zve- 
zda (Red Star), in a break with 
Moscow's traditional neutrality 
towards the Gulf war,- Wednesday 
accused Iran of blocking a set- 
tlement of the conflict. 

In a commentary condemning 
the continued fighting between 
Iran and Iraq, the daily said app- 
eals for peace from the United 
Nations and initiatives from Bag- 
hdad had “found no und- 
erstanding in Tehran. 

“The situation of being at war 
plays into the hands of those cir- 
cles in the country who are int- 
erested in suppressing the dem- 
ocratic forces in Iran. It makes it 
much easier for them to fight the 
Iranian patriots.” the newspaper 
said. 

Moscow has become inc- 
reasingly critical of the Iranian 
leadership in recent months and 
begun repairing its strained ties 
with Iraq. 

Krasnaya Zvezda said Iran was 
buying millions of dollars of Ame- 
rican weapons despite its dec- 
larations of hostility towards the 
United States. 

Iraqi officials said earlier this 
year tnat Moscow had resumed 
arms supplies to Baghdad, which 
were officially suspended when 
the war broke out

Vogel demands Lambsdorff step down immediately 


BONN (R) — West German opp- 
osition leader Hans-Jochen Vogel 
Wednesday demanded that Eco- 
nomics Minister Otto Lambsdorff 
step down immediately over a bri- 
bes scandal. 

In a sweeping attack in par- 
liament on the ruling centre-right 
coalition, Mr. Vogel said Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl was only 
keeping Mr. Lambsdorff in office 
to stop right-wing Bavarian State, 
Premier Franz Josef Strauss from 
taking the key job. 

Mr. Kohl's failure to act over 
Mr. Lambsdorff reflected the 
“nuclear, cloudy and con- 
tradictory” leadership the cha- 
ncellor had shown since coming to 
power in the autumn last year, Mr. 


Vogel said. 

Parliament last week lifted Mr. 
Lambsdorff 1 s immunity from pro- 
secution, clearing the way for for- 
mal charges to be laid concerning 
allegations that he accepted bribes 
on behalf of his Free Democratic 
Party (FDP) from the Flick ind- 
ustrial group. 

Mr. Vogel, the social dem- 
ocratic leader, said Mr. Kohl’s cla- 
ims to be heading " moral and spi- 
ritual renewal” in West Germany 
still lacked substance. 

He said a cabinet minister fac- 
ing corruption .charges could not 
stay in office and appealed directly 
to Mr. Lambsdorff: “End this 
unworthy situation... step down.” 

Mr. Vogel said the Social Dem- 


ocrats would table a par- 
liamentary motion this week cal- 
ling for Mr. Lambsdorff s dis- 
missal. Mr. Kohl said last week 
Mr. Lambsdorff was aware that he 
could not remain in office if bro- 
ught to trial. 

Bonn prosecutor Johannes 
Wilhelm said on Friday that cha- 
rges would be brought against Mr. 
Lambsdorff this week. A decision 
to bring a case to trial rests with an 
examining magistrate and legal 
experts say 9U per cent of charges 
brought by the public prosecutor 
reach the courts. 

Mr. Vogel, cabinet colleague of 
Mr. Lambsdorff in the left-liberal 
government of former Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, said Mr. Lam- 


bsdorff s guilt or innocence was 
not the issue. This would be est- 
ablished through due legal pro- 
cess. he said. 

But West Germany could not be 
represented internationally by a 
minister who faced bribe charges 
and a key ministry could not be 
held by someone unable to give 
full attention to cabinet business, 
he said. 

He appealed to Mr. Lambsdorff 
not to let himself be used as a 
pawn in the power struggle bet- 
ween Mr. Kohl and Mr. Strauss, 
whose Christian Social Union 
(CSUJ aides have already dem- 
anded a top cabinet post for their 
leader. 


Greek- Turkish row 
hinders NATO talks 


BRUSSELS iR) — A row bet- 
ween Greece and Turkey over the 
Aegean Sea and Cyprus erupted 
at a meeting of Western alliance 
defence ministers Wednesday, 
delaying discussion of arms con- 
trol. delegates said. 

Greek Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou. here in his role as 
defence minister, sparked the con- 
frontation when he attacked 
NATO's decision to exclude the 
Greek island of Lemnos, near the 
Turkish coast, from a military exe- 
rcise last September. 

Turkish Defence Minister 
Hafuk Bayuiken hit back, saying 
the island was demilitarised by 
international treaty, and the two 
men argued for almost an hour, 
the delegates said. 

Mr. Papandreou lambasted 
Turkey for supporting last 
month's unilateral declaration of 
independence by leaders of 
Turkish -occupied northern Cyp- 
rus and also criticised the dep- 
loyment by NATO of new U.S. 
medium- range missiles in Wes- 
tern Europe. 

As other ministers sat in glum 
silence. NATO Secretary- 
General Joseph Luns told Mr. 
Papandreou tbai the alliance tra- 
ditionally did not get involved in 


disputes between member cou- 
ntries. the sources said. 

The 55-minute Greek-Turkish 
exchange occupied the whole of a 
“restricted" session in which min- 
isters had hoped to discuss the 
prospects for arms control fol- 
lowing last month's Soviet wal- 
kout from the Geneva talks with 
the U.S. on medium-range mis- 
siles. 

Delegates said Mr. Papandreou 
urged the allies to at least delay 
deployment of cruise and 
Pershing-2 missiles to allow fur- 
ther talks with Moscow but was 
told by Mr. Luns that the Soviet 
Union had deployed UK) SS-2U 
missiles since the start of the Gen- 
eva negotiations and NATO sho- 
uld not stop now. 

The sources said the military 
leaders warned that a move by 
Belgium earlier this year to wit- 
hdraw its forces from NATO's 
air-defence ring in West Germany 
would leave dangerous gaps m all- 
iance air cover. Mr. Luns appealed 
to Belgium to reconsider.

China hints at advancing 
Hong Kong takeover date 

PEKING i R) — China said Wed- 
nesday it might take back Hong 
Kong before Iyy7 if turmoil broke 
out in the aggressively capitalist 
British colony. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman Qi 
Huaiyuan was speaking to rep- 
orters as Chinese and British off- 
icilas held a fresh round of talks in 
Peking on the future of the ter- 
ritory. 

China has said it will regain sov- 
ereignty over Hong Kong in less 
than 14 years time when a British 
lease, signed under a 1 9th century 
treaty which Peking disowns, on 
most of its land area expires. 

But Mr. Qi told a questioner at 
his weekly news briefing: “If there 
is some turmoil in Hong Kong, we 
could consider changing our tim- 
etable over recovery of sov- 
ereignty.'* 

Regular Sino-Brilish talks over 
Hong Kong resumed Wednesday 
after a three-week break. China 
has said it will unilaterally ann- 


ounce plans for the territory's fut- 
ure next September unless pro- 
gress is made in the Peking dia- 
logue. which began in October 
iyS2. 

Though the negotiations are 
held in secret, top Chinese off- 
icials have frequently said that 
Hong Kong will become a " special 
administrative zone" of the Peo- 
ple's Republic in iyy7. 

Former Foreign Minister Ji 
Pengfei. now head of Peking’s 
Hong Kong and Macao office, was 
reported last month to have gua- 
ranteed that China would let the 
! territory keep its present socio- 
economic system and its people's 
individual freedoms for 5<) years 
after 1997. 

Mr. Ji was quoted as telling a 
visiting Hong Kong delegation 
that Peking would not even send 
its own officials to help with the 
administration “as they might feel 
obliged to spread their socialist 
views.” 
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Pentagon defends tactics 


in Lebanon air attack 


WASHINGTON (R) — A senior navy officer said 
U.S. jets that hit Syrian .targets in Lebanon on Sun- 
day with a loss of two planes met greater resistance 
than expected, but he rejected criticism that the att- 


ack was poorly executed. 

“We don’t expect to encounter 
quite that level of defences." the 
officer toJd reporters. 

He disputed charges by some 
Israeli and U.S. defence experts 
that the mission had been poorly 
executed with faulty tactics, ine- 
xperienced pilots and planes that 
were too slow. 

■Two of the 28 carrier-based jets 
in the attack were shot down, with 
one pilot killed and a crewman 
captured by the Syrians. The sec- 
ond pilot was rescued and ret- 
urned to the U.S. fleet of Leb- 
anon. 

U.S. officials said the attack was 
ordered after Syrian gunners fired 
on U.S. reconnaissance planes on 
Saturday. 

Israeli and other military sou- 
rces quoted in press accounts cri- 
ticised the method of attack in 
which the American jets dived “ in 
World War II formation” from a 
high altitude to release their 
bombs on Syrian radar and anti- 
aircraft weapon sites.But the navy 


official said the diving tactic was 
standard and fully appropriate 
under the circumstances. 

An attack from lower altitude 
would have made the jets more 
vulnerable to ground fire, he said, 
although he conceded much of the 
approach was over non-hostile 
territory. 

Criticism that the pilots inv- 
olved were inexperienced was 
absolute nonsense, he said, add- 
ing, “our pilots are the best in the 
world.’’ 

He said about one-third of the 
pilots assigned to carriers off Leb- 
anon had combat experience in 
Vietnam. 

He also disputed that the sub- 
sonic planes in the attack were too 
slow, saying faster planes woukl 
have had to reduce speed for acc- 
urate bombing and in any event 
' would not have been fast eoough 
to outrun Soviet-supplied Syrian 
surface-to-air missiles. 

Asked why the 16-inch guns of 
the battleship New Jersey were 


not used to attack the targets, ano- 
ther Pentagon official said such 
tactics would have required a spo- 
tter plane that could not have sur- 
vived in the sides above the tar- 
gets. 

In contrast to the U.S. loss rate 
of two out of 28 planes Sunday. 
Israel has lost only three manned 
planes in combat since it invaded 
Lebanon in J une. 1 982. It has also 
lost several unmanned drones, inc- 
luding at least ooe downed Mon- 
day. 

The senior naval officer said 
U.S. commanders will evaluate 
the results of Sunday* s attack and 
may adjust tactics for any future 
strikes in order to minimise losses. 

He said surveillance planes flew 
another mission over Lebanon 
Monday but declined to say whe- 
ther they had been fired upon 
again. 

~ The administration has said it 
would continue to respond mil- 
itarily to attacks on U.S. planes on 
reconnaissance missions for the 
multinational peacekeeping force 
in Lebanon. 

The Pentagon said Monday the 
attack on Sunday was “very suc- 
cessful and achieved our obj- 
ectives.” 


New Turkish premier appointed 


ANKARA (R) — Turgut Ozal. 
leader of the Conservative Mot- 
herland Party. Wednesday bec- 
ame Turkey’s first elected prime 
minister since the 1980 military 
coup, the semi-official Anatolian 
news agency reported. 

it said President Kenan Evren, 
who led the coup, officially con- 
ferred office on Mr. Ozal at a mee- 
ting between them at the pre- 
sidential palace in Ankara Wed- 
nesday mornlQg. 

Mr. Ozal, 56, a former minister 
in charge of the economy, led the 
Motherland Party to a decisive 
victory in general elections held 
on Nov. 6, vanning 2 1 i out of 399 
seats in the one-house legislature. 

He succeeds retired Adm. Bul- 
end Ulusu, who was appointed 
after the coup to head a gov- 
ernment picked by the generals 
which served throughout military 
rule. 


Mr. Ozal, who founded his 
party in May after a ban on all 
political activity was lifted by the 
then ruling national Security Cou- 
ncil, has yet publicly to name his 
cabinet. 

Political sources said it was lik- 
ely to be revealed later this week 
after Gen. Evren has vetted it, as is 
his right under the . new con- 
stitution. 

The National Security Council 

— Gen. Evren and four generals 

— officially ceased to hold power 
Tuesday when the new legislature 
completed election of its par- 
liamentary officers. 

In an address to the nation Tue- 
sday, Gen. Evren said the military 
was handing back to elected gov- 
ernment as.it had promised after 
launching the coup to end political 
violence- in which some 5,(H)U 
people died. 

Gen. Evren, who is installed as 


president for the next six years, 
said the ^generals handed over 
power with “peace of mind and 
easy hearts.” 

In its last legislation, published 
Tuesday night, the National Sec- 
urity Council ratified a law barring 
criticism of speeches and actions 
of council members while they 
ruled the country. 

Members of new political par- 
ties are also forbidden under the 
law to praise or condemn officials 
of pre-coup parties, all of which 
have been abolished. Only three 
parties were allowed to contest the 
elections. 

Those banned from politics for 
up to 10 years, including former 
.prime ministers Suleyman Dem- 
irel and Bulent Ecevit, are also 
barred from making derogatory 
public statements about Turkish 
domestic or foreign policy.

The incident took place near 
Talh Well 2, some 30 kilometres 
north of Bentui in southern 
Sudan, where clashes were rep- 
orted last month between Sud- 
anese armed forces and anti- 
government rebels. Two workers 
from Chevron, which is involved 
in oil drilling in the area, were held 
briefly by the rebels. 

SUNA quoted what it called an 
authoritative source at Chevron as 
saying Sunday's incident was not- 
hing but an armed robbery and 
had nothing to do with “ the out- 
laws” (the term the government 
uses to describe the rebels}.

CAIRO (R) — Nicolas Veliotes,

Iran’s former 
navy chief 
cries in court 


TEHRAN (Rj — The former 
commander of the Iranian navy. 
Bahrain Aizaii. went on trial for 
spying and told the court he had 
passed secret military information 
to the outlawed communist Tudeh 
Party, the national news agency 
IRNA said. 

Capt. Aizaii, who was dismissed 
as naval commander eight months 
ago. wept as he asked the court 
and Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Kuhollah Khomeini to pardon 
him. it said. 

The agency said CapL Afazli 
was charged with “espionage aga- 
inst the Islamic Republic and 
membership and activity ia a sec- 
ret organisation with the aim of 
overthrowing the Islamic Rep- 
ublic.” 

The prosecutor asked for him to 
be punished as a “corrupt on 
earth”, a charge which carries the 
death penalty in Iran. 

The news agency said two other 
military men. Col. Houshang Att- 
arian and Col. Bijan Kabiri, were 
charged along with CapL Afzali 
but would not appear in court until 
later in the trial, which was con- 
tinuing. 


U.S. should 
press Israel 
to halt 
settlements 

TEL' AVIV (R) — Former U.S., 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
said Monday night the American 
government while remaining 
committed to Israel’s security 
should demand a halt to its bui- 
lding settlements in the occupied 
Arab West Bank. 

Addressing the opening cer- 
emony of the Moshe Dayan centre 
for .Middle East and African Stu- 
dies at Tel Aviv University. 'Mr. 
Vance said Israel was practicing 
“creeping annexation" in the 
West Bank. 

“Some settlement building in 
the West Bank might contribute to 
Israel’s short-term security," he 
said. 

“But Israel must ask itself whe- 
ther such security is worth the 
price of foreclosing the process of 
peace and a more lasting security 
based on political agreement.” 

Mr. Vance, who was secretary 
of state when President Jimmy 
Carter helped achieve the 
lsraeli-Egyptian Camp David 
peace agreements, said the United 
States “must hold out to Israel an 
uncompromising commitment to 
Israel’s security.” 

“But we must also make it dear 
that Israel’s settlement building in 
the West Bank should cease." he 
said.

.BRUSSELS (R} — A Belgian 
doctor working for the Palestinian 
Red Crescent organisation has 
accused Syria of killing dozens of 
Palestinians last month during 
bombing raids on two refugee 
camps near the north Lehanese 
port of Tripoli.

Police catch taxi death murderer 


AMMAN (PeLra) — A taxi driver 
was found stabbed to death inside 
his car near Marka east of Amman 
but the police were able to app- 
rehend the murderer, 30 hours 
after the crime took place, the 
Public Security Department ann- 
ounced Wednesday. 

According to a depart mem sta- 
tement the victim, 34-year-old 
Mohammad Ziyad Ibrahim Tab- 
aza. was found Sunday Dec. 4 
lying in his car by Sami Moh- 
ammad Hassan, an employee at 
the Jordan Electric Power Com- 
pany, who immediately reported 
the matter to the police. 

The police found at the scene of 
the crime an identity card on the 
car’s floor belonging to a 17- 
year-old youth" identified only as 
M.Kh - who the poliqe suspected of 
being involved in the crime. 

rhe police conducted an inv- 
estigation that led to the youth's 
home which was searched and 
found to contain a knife that bore 
blood stains of the same type of 


the victim who had been stabbed 
in the right part of the chest. 

Following this discovery, the 
police kept a watch on the house 
and the other places the suspect 
was known to frequent and finally 
he was caught Monday evening 
while visiting a friend in Jabal 
Jofa. 

The suspect immediately adm- 
itted killing the driver and exp- 
lained (he train of events to the 
police. The murderer had asked 
the driver to take him from AJ 
Nasr to downtown Amman for JD 
3 but the driver refused to go unl- 
ess the man paid him the fare in 
advance. 


The murderer apologised for 
being unable to pay because he 
carried no cash and instead han- 
ded him his own identity card and 
asked him to go to Marka after his 
downtown visit where he said he 
would get the money. 

As the driver was about to puli 
up. the youth slabbed him with a 
knife which caused the car to hit 
the pavement. 

The man then ran off but. rem- 
embering his identity card, ret- 
urned to look for it but could not 
find it. 

Upon searching the driver he 
found JD 13 which he took and 
ran away.

Luxury nostalgia on liners provide Aqaba-Suez run

A MMAN — In the present age of 
supersonic jet travel, it is indeed a 
nostalgic experience to go back to 
the sea. 

As time passes, passenger ships 
become more attractive to tra- 
vellers — not so much as a means 
of transportation, but as a vac- 
ation opportunity. 

To strengthen my point. I rec- 
ently travelled to Egypt from 
Aqaba on board the luxury vessels 
El Tor and El Arish, which ply 
regularly between Suez. Aqaba, 
Jeddah and Suez. 

The agents of these liners off- 
ered a team of Jordanian jou- 
rnalists an opportunity to exp- 
erience for themselves a voyage by 
sea in their modern cruise vessels. 

We started off with no res- 
ervations concerning the ‘'ple- 
asantness" of the journey. The 
smiles from a variety of the mem- 
bers of the crew, that included the 
captain and the catering manager, 
greeted us at the front gate. After 
a warm welcome, they took us to 
our rooms. Once the liner Hi Tor 
left Jordanian waters and entered 
the deep grey waters of the Red 
iiea, we had a guided tour of this 
luxury liner. 

They are two of the most mod- 
ern passenger'ear ferries ope- 
rating in the Red Sea having been 
built in I9R0 and 1981. Berth ships 
comply, with ihe latest int- 
ernational safety regulations, each 
one weighing 6.IHH lions and being 
1 1*6. 1 metres in length whii a 


speed of lv knots. 

Both El Tor and El Arish have a 
regular schedule departing from 
Aqaba at 16:00 hours arriving in 
Suez ax 14:00 hours and departing 
from Suez at 12:00 hours and arr- 
iving in Aqaba at 08:00 hours. 

The voyage was always con- 
ducted in die utmost comfort. 
Cabins of varying classes are ava- 
ilable of two and three berths and 
suite cabins are also available in 
first class. They also offer tourist 
class and Pullman seats as an alt- 
ernative. 

While Lhe seals cost JD 18 per 
person, a tourist class berth costs 
J D 26, a first class berth JD 40 and 
the suite JD 130 regardless of the 
number of persons. 

There are also restaurants on 
board, where you can order any 
national cuisine in the world. I do 
recommend that you sample the 
delicious food of the Arabian 
people. 

Another added attraction of 
both the liners. El Tor and Et 
Arish. is that cars can be driven on 
board. 

An up-to-date communications 
centre is at your disposal during 
rhe voyage for telegrams and tel- 
ephone calls. 

As the ship entered the Str- 
aights of Tiran, she was doing a 
rhythmic rock-and-roll. Contrary 
to Lhe belief that it would herald 
sea-sickness, the movement was a 
most pleasant experience, so 
much so lhai i slept through it and 
dreamed vividly.

A MMAN — Traffic congestion is 
one of the major nuisances faring 
drivers in Jordan especially here in 
the capital. Topographical con- 
straints confine traffic in Amman 
lo a limited number or corridors 
and two incomplete ring roads 
which result in high traffic volume 
throughout the day on relatively 
few routes. This in turn leads to 
congestion and delays where art- 
erial roads intersect, particularly 
in the north and west of the cap- 
ital. 

The central business district of 
Amman is severely congested . 
and the vehicle — ■ pedestrian con- 
flicts are the worst in the area. To 
overcome the problem and many 
other problems connected to it, 
the municipality of Amman has 
launched (he Amman transport 
and municipal development pro- 
ject to study ineLhods of traffic 
improvements. 

Traffic congestion is mainly 
concentrated in five areas: Third 
Circle. Sports City crossroads. 
Ministry of Interior Circle. Nasha 
Mahana intersection, and the 
Kas Al Ein road, beside the chr- 
onic traffic congestion in the cen- 
tral downtown area. 

Traffic lights are best 

The municipality of Amman 
derided last year that traffic lights 
are the best solution to the con- 
gestion problem. The traffic eng- 
ineering section at the mun- 
icipality of Amman floated a ten- 
der for the project which was awa- 
rded last year to the Near East 
Projects Co. and to a German 
firm. 

The JD 25»J.»JiHJ project, which 
included the instalment of traffic 
lights on 23 road intersections, 
have partly been implemented 
recently, Seventeen traffic lights 
out of the 23 are already installed, 
the rest have either been cancelled 
or postponed, according to 
Ahmad Al Armouti. director of 
the traffic engineering section at 
the municipality of Amman. 


Air. Armouti told the Jordan 
Times in an interview that the 
other six congested crossroads will 
be handled differently by the pla- 
nned “four intersections project" 
which includes the instalment of 
bridges and tunnels instead of tra- 
ffic lights. That is what will be 
done on the Ministry of interior 
Circle and probably on the Sports 
City intersection. Mr. Armouti 
added. 

The other pending four cro- 
ssroads are included within the 
municipality's next project to be 
sponsored by the World Bank. 
The project includes the imp- 
rovement and widening of ent- 
rances to the densely populated 
areas like Al Misdar Street. Al 
Quds Street. Al Muhajereen Str- 
eet and the Ras Al Ein Road. 

Concerning a solution for the 
downtown area. Mr. Armouti said 
that 'io new traffic ligl.is have 
been installed there. The only 
change is that the old traffic lights 
downtown have begun operating. 
Future improvements in ihai area, 
he said, do not include the ins- 
talment of any additional traffic 
lights. 

Third Circle congestion 

Asked about the recently ins- 
talled traffic lights on the Third 
Circle. Air. Armouti said that tra- 


ffic lights there has solved most of 
the congestion problem by org- 
anising the flow of traffic except 
for the flow of traffic from Prince 
Mohammad Street up to the circle 
which is being obstructed by the 
traffic light there which cannot be 
removed or reprogrammed. 

" The only improvement that we 
can add there." he pointed out "is 
to remove the traffic island div- 
iding the street w hich will increase 
lhe capacity by 15 per cent, thus 
easing the congestion to within a 
tolerable limit." This island w ill be 
removed Friday along with the isl- 
and situated where Zahran Street 
meets the Third Circle. Mr. Arm- 
outi said. 

The total number of traffic 
lights already installed in Amman 
is 3b. eight in the downtown area. 
1 1 in other areas in Amman plus 
(he newlv installed 17 traffic 
lights. "For people who say that 
(here are too many traffic lights in 
Amman". Mr. Armouti added. “1 
would like to tell them' that they 
are mistaken, tor there are sta- 
tistics collected from similarly 
populated cities which say that the 
proportion of traffic lights to peo- 
ple is about one for every I.imiii. 
Taking into consideration the one 
million population of Amman and 
the number of traffic lights here. J 
would suv that the ratio is inc- 
omparable." he said.

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The same old recipe 


THE RANGE of agreements and cooperation programmes 
agreed upon between Israel and the United States in Was- 
hington last weeks sends a discouraging signal to the Arabs, at 
a time when the Arabs have been looking to the United States — 
in vain, it seems — for a positive gesture. The American-Israeli 
accords cover a broad range of issues, including a free-trade 
zone, the use by Israel of American military aid funds, the 
supply to Israel of American cluster bombs, the establishment 
of a joint political-military committee, and an increase in Ame- 
rican financial g rant*: to Israel. 

Many of the specific points agreed upon need to be fleshed 
out in future meetings, which will start in January in Was- 
hington. The joint political-military committee will discuss 
such matters as joint American- Israeli military exercises, 
combined planning, and the pre-positioning of American equ- 
ipment and supplies in Israel. 

It is difficult to read the tone of the American- Israeli talks in 
Washington last week as anything less than a strong American 
pat on the back for what Israel is and what Israel has done in 
the past several years. For sure, American officials point out 
that there are points of disagreement between the two cou- 
ntries, on matters including the Israeli settlements, Israel’s 
attitude to the 1982 Reagan initiative and tbe situation in the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

More important, however, is the emerging American- 
Israeli enthusiasm for a get-tough policy a gains t the Syrians, 
the Soviets and anyone else, such as the Lebanese Druze and 
Shia communities, who dare to object to American-lsraeli 
actions in the region. 

Our concern is that while tbe differences between the Ame- 
ricans and the Israelis remain on the level of philosophical 
argument, the points of accord between them are quickly tra- 
nslated into joint actions that continue to strengthen Israel and 
thereby further reduce the prospects of a more conciliatory 
Israel. This is, in the long run, a continuation of the same old 
recipe for confficl and bloodshed that has. defined the Middle 
East for so manyyears already. If America is ready to reward 
Israel so handsomely for its actions, why is America so sur- 
prised that moderate Arabs are not clamouring to jump into 
America’s lap? 

American attempts to court Arab moderation while stoking 
the fires of Israeli extremism cannot possibly succeed, no mat- 
ter how hard American officials try to rationalise their desire to 
strengthen ties with both of these parties.

Al Ra'i: Enemy in Washington 


THE U.S. justification of the nelv American-lsraeli alliance does not 
convince anyone, on the contrary it underlines Washington's ins- 
istence on assuming the role of an enemy not a peace mediator. This 


was best expressed by Usama A Baz. the Egyptian foreign ministry 
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under-secretary, and director of President Mubarak's office who 
described the new alliance as a new obstacle to peace. He said the 
alliance represents a clear American declaration of its abandonment 
of its peace mediator's role or partner in the peace-making process. 
This is a military and political alliance against the Arabs and their 
rights. 

Hie Egyptian interpretation of the alliance not only refers to what 
might happen in the future but also to the Camp David agreements. 
ITie new alliance, in ihe Egyptian view, means Washington has 
violated those agreements and abandoned its role as a partner in the 
peace-making process. This offers Egypt a legal chance to re- 
consider these agreements which caused’Cairo's departure from the 
Arab World. W ashington's alliance with Israel, which still occupies 
puns of three sovereign states in this region and its support for 
Zionist actions and policies, does not entitle Washington to a peace 
mediator s role in this region. Washington has now placed itself on 
the same level of the Israeli enemy perpetuating Israel's occupation 
of Arab lands. 


Al Dustour: U.S. allied to the foe 


THE UNI TED States h*as opened the door wide open to acts of 
violence in the Middle East by launching air strikes on Syrian targets 
and by allying itself with the Arabs' enemy; Israel. With this, the U.S. 
has ended all dialogue for peace and ended its own role as a peace 
mediator. All the peace initiatives have now been buried and our 
region continues to be as turbulent as ever. Instead of starting a 
dialogue to end the Arab-Israeli conflict, the U.S. has taken Israel's 
side and has openly declared Us total hostility to the Arabs. 

rherefore there is no chance for Washington from now on to 
present itself to the Arabs as a peace mediator. Nor will the U.S. be 
able to claim that it ii still keen on achieving peace as long as it fights 
peace by fighting alongside the Israelis. The U.S. is now fighting the 
Arabs in a bid to stop them from regaining iheir rights and their 
homeland. This development requires the Arab leaders to re- 
consider their countries' relations with the U.S. Thcv are called on to 
find a common strategy by which to handle the new dangerous 
situation. p 


Sawt-Al Shaab: No peace for occupiers 


rHE ISRAELIS will never enjoy peace as long as thev occupy Arab 
ands and deny the Palestinian people their rights, rhe bomb exp- 
losion m Jerusalem Tuesday was another warning to the Israelis that 
their existence amidst the Arabs is totally unacceptable however 
ferocious their arbitrary actions and oppressive measures are against 
the Arab inhabitants.

Neither will it be able to attain stability and peace 
as long as it drives the Palestinian people out of their homeland to 
establish Jewish settlements. The Palestine problem Is still alive and 
will not die until peace is established and until the Palestinians regain 
their rights and lands.

Reflections on the EEC and OPEC 


D URING THE heydays of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries lOPEC) 
in the mid-' 70s, there were cer- 
tain predictions that the oil 
exporting organisation will 
break. Its share of success was 
too high to be left alone. Mor- 
eover, the Arab centrifugal 
role in it was viewed with tru- 
mpeted exaggerations which 
lobbyed Western public opi- 
nion against it. 

The OPEC oil ministers are 
expected to meet soon in order 
to discuss prices and quantities 
amid predictions that the mee- 
ting will stalemate into mai- 
ntaining the current status quo. 
This means that the price and 
quantities are expected to rem- 
ain at $29.5 per barrel and 17 
million barrels a day res- 
pectiveiy. 


This forthcoming meeting of 
OPEC comes very close to the 
dismal predictions made about 
the OPEC’s future when it was 
in its zenith. However, the 
OPEC finally succumbed to 
pressures, and its biting force is 
a thing of the past.

Does this trend of dev- 
elopment apply to the Eur- 
opean Economic Community 
(EEC }? The question is mean, 
and the answer is not readily 
tenable. Yet. it is worth pro- 
bing into. 


There is a summit meeting of 
the EEC taking place in Ath- 
ens. Since the time of writing 
this column precedes its pub- 
lication date on Thursday, 
many things may affect the 
outcome of the meeting until 
then. Nevertheless, the EEC 


and have been with the EEC 
since its inception: others are 
rather new. 

There is the budget problem 
which has been enlarged by the 
insistence of British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher' 
that Great Britain is paying 
more than its due share. Acc- 
ording to British sources, they 
have devised a formula which 
would give a fair shake to the 
richer and larger members such 
as France and West Germany. 

There is also the agricultural 
problem of what commodities 
to subsidise, what internal 
administrative measures sho- 
uld or should not be taken in 
order to boost or discipline the 
output of a given agricultural 
product. This problem shall 


inhibit the EEC meetings and 
degree of success for a very 
long time to come, especially 
that the last entrants into the 
EEC have large agricultural 
sector and the share of form 
products in their exports is 
rather high. 

Yet the EEC has dem- 
onstrated a great degree of res- 
iliency in addressing the- 
mselves to the problems they 
encounter. They never fail to 
meet at any level and at wha- 
tever time necessity deems so. 
Moreover, they always start 
with a gloomy announcement 
of deadlocks and impasses, but 
they manage to pull through at 
the last minute. The Athens 
meeting has thus far been no 
exception. 

Despite the resiliency, the 
EEC might eventually choke in 


its own success as has been the 
case with OPEC, but over a 
longer period . Most Europeans 
find in it a source of strength 
and bright prospects which 
make them cling to it with 
adament insistence. Yet. the 
EEC can not prosper in the 
world as a multi-nation com- 
munity without causing losses 
to others. It is undoubtful that 
the EEC can continue to grow 
as a unified market without 
jeopardising the welfare of 
other groups of countries. The 
theory of international int- 
egration presupposes that int- 
egration enhances the welfare 
of the world at large, but it does 
admit that there are losers as 
well as winners. Would the 
gains of the EEC be considered 
tor some to be a menace to 
other strong groups and thus 


work on their dissolution? 


I remember one time when 1 
was a student in the USA, on 
American friend pointed out to 
me that the establishment of 
the EEC meant the end of the 
world. Shocked as I was, 1 
asked why? He explained that 
the Israelis are rebuilding the 
Temple of Solomon in Jer- 
usalem and the Roman Empire 
is reincarnated through the 
EEC. The EEC might be rem- 
iniscent of the Roman Empire 
in a sordid w ay, but there is no 
Temple of Solomon to be sure, 
my answer was. 


The EEC will stay with us for 
a long time. However, its fut- 
ure problems are going to 
mount pari passu with the gains 
expected to accrue to each 
member from it. 



Ozal: Turkey is West-Mideast bridge 


Chile: Secret police

ANKARA — Turkey’s prime- 
minister designate. Turgut Ozal, 
sees Turkey as a bridge between 
Middle East and the West, and can 
role in trying to end the Gulf war. 

In an Interview with Reuters in 
the weekend. Mr. Ozal said Tur- 
key. a member of the NATO all- 
iance with close relations with the 
United States, had improved its 
ties with Middle East nations over 
the past five years. 

‘Even though there are dif- 
ferences of opinion | between the 
Middle East and the West;, at 
least Turkey could play some kind 
of role as a bridge between those 
countries and the Western world.” 
he said. 

As one example, he said, Tur- 
key would gladly play a role in 
trying to end the three-year old 
war between Iran and Iraq, both 
neighbours of Turkey and val- 
uable trading partners. 

‘This war, one way or another, 
should be ended ... it is not easy, 
we know. This is the reason we 
keep close ties with both warring 
countries. But maybe we could try 
to help in this." Mr. Ozal said. 

Mr. Ozal, a devout Muslim, said 
Turkey's direct role in the Middle 
East might slowly increase, but he 
ruled out immediate involvement 
in helping to solve the Middle East 
problem. 

“The Lebanese situation, or the 
Middle East situation, is too com- 
plex. We should not get involved 
at the beginning at (east ... there 
are too many countries involved." 
he said. 

Sitting at a dining table in his 
modest Ankara apartment, he 
said he thought the 


internationally-condemned dec- 
laration of 'independence last 
month by the Turkish sector of 
Cyprus would speed up a set- 
tlement on the island “if rhere is a 
chance of a settlement”. 

He said the so-called Turkish 
Federated State of Cyprus set up 
after the island was partitioned 
following the invasion of Turkish 
troops in I y74 had only benefitted 
the Greek Cypriots. 

“They Hhe Turkish Cypriote.} 
said: ‘We’re fed up with the sys- 
tem. we' re not getting anywhere... 
maybe this way we'U force them 
linto a settlement}. If they don’t 
accept at least we'U be a separate 
state and we’ II look after our own 
business.*' 

Referring to Turkish Cypriot 
leader Rauf Denktash's decision 
to declare independence between 
the Turkish general elections and 
the formation of a new gov- 
ernment in Ankara, Mr. Ozal said: 
** He selected the right time to play 
his game.” 

Mr. Ozal said he did not think 
the Cyprus issue was a ' com- 
plicating factor for Turkey's for- 
eign relations, despite wide con- 
demnation or Ankara's rec- 
ognition of the new siaie. 

"I think the world is fed up with 
Cyprus — world public opinion. 
The Greeks will try to bring it 
alive, but I don’t think so.” he 
said. 

On Turkey's long-standing dis- 
putes with Athens, including ter- 
ritorial rights in the Aegean Sea as 
well as Cyprus. Mr. Ozal sug- 
gested avoiding the issues for 
some time. 

“ Why talk about these subjects. 
Let's forget it, let's freeze it. and if 
they really want to show good 
faith and warn to have better rel- 


ations, let us talk on the economy, 
trade, increase of tourism. These 
kind of interests. This way we may 
ease up some of the other que- 
stions in the future.” 

He said he envisaged his rel- 
ations with Greek Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou, who aba- 
ndoned such low-level talks with 
Turkey after the Turkish-Cypriot 
declaration of independence, dev- 
eloping along these lines. 

Asked if Ankara would con- 
tinue to fly jet fighters over parts 
of Aegean airspace claimed by 
Athens, Mr. Ozal replied: “Nob- 
ody is fighting with them, i mean, 
they are just making a problem for 
us ... and whose airspace? Thai’s 
the question." 

Mr. OzaJ said he felt objections 
in the Council of Europe and the 
European Community ( E.C. } to 
the military regime and its human 
rights record and protests that full 
democracy was not being restored 
had “lost their meaning" after the 
elections. 

He said it was his target to apply 
for full membership of the E.C'., 
but this would not be done imm- 
ediately. “ We will study the cose, 
because we don't want to be ref- 
used. Conditions in Europe ore 
not ripe," he said. 

Mr. Ozal said the issues of con- 
tinuing martial law and a possible 
amnesty for some of about 3II.UU0 
people jailed since the coup for 
political offences would have to be 
considered very carefully. 

He said it was too early to judge 
when martial law might be lifted. 
Turkey had to be careful not to 
free “terrorists” who had been 
responsible for the pre-coup pol- 
itical violence in which some 
S.U(H) people died, he said.

Mexico: Killings after the PEMEX scandal

MEXICO CITY - The killing of 
i another of Mexico's oil workers’ 
union leaders increased pre- 
| ssure on President Miguel de la 
Madrid to tackle the scandals roc- 
king the state oil monopoly. 
PEMEX. political analysts say. 

Local union chief Rogelio Perez 
Castillo was shot last month at his 
home in the eastern port of Coat 
Zucoulcos. 

Two months earlier another 
union leader, OsCar Torres Pan- 
cardo. was killed inacar crash. His 
chauffeur had been shot. 

No-one has been arrested over 
the deaths, but associates of both 
men have claimed they were pla- 
nned by rivals in the powerful and 
secretive oil workers' union 
(STPRM). 

The claims were followed by 
renewed demands from both wit- 


hin and outside the ruling Ins- 
titutional Revolutionary Party 
1PRI) for action to be taken to 
clean up the oil industry's image. 

Leaders of the STPRM, which is 
a powerful force in the industry, 
have been accused of rac- 
keteering. while a former head of 
PEMEX is awaiting trial on emb- 
ezzlement charges. 

Mexico is the world's fourth - 
largest oil-producer with over half 
its production of 2.7 million bar- 
rels a day being exported. 

Last year, oil directly provided 
about 30 per cent of Mexico's tax 
revenue and 7H per cent of its for- 
eign income, it is expected to 
bring in S 1 4 billion in revenue this 
year. 

The ST PR M's power comes 
mainly from its monopoly on hir- 
ing labour and its handling of 4U 
per cent of construction contracts. 

It takes two per cent of the sal- 
aries and pensions o! its ISfLtHiO 


members, while two per cent of 
the value of contracts negotiated 
between PEMEX and private 
firms go towards the union’s social 

programmes. 

Allegations involving million of 
dollars against some union leaders 
have sparked opposition demands 
for Mr. de la Madrid to back up his 
“moral renovation campaign" 
against corruption with action aga- 
inst the union. 

Senator Alejandro Sobarzo 
Loaizu. an adviser to successive 
PEMEX heads, has demanded an 
investigation into allegations aga- 
inst the STPRM's two leading Fig- 
ures. Secretary General Senator 
Salvador Barragan Camacho and 
his adviser Joaquin Hernandez 
Galicia, Alias “La Uuina" or the 
dice thrower. 

Accusations and counter-claims 
among these and other union lea- 
ders of bribery and racketeering 
involving millions of dollars have 


flown back and forth in the leg- 
islative chamber and press for the 
last few months. 

One claim was that PEMEX 
, union men had regularly wasted 
millions of dollars of union money 
■gambling in Las Vegas. 

Labour leaders and political 
analysts say the pressure on the 
president to act is growing. 

The arrest five mooths ago of 
former PEMEX head Jorge Diaz 
Serrano made many Mexicans, 
who have become profoundly sce- 
ptical about repeated -and totally 
ineffectual crusades against cor- 
ruption. believe he might actually 
mean business. 

Mr. Diaz Serrano, PEMEX dir- 
ector general between 1976 and 
19N1, is currently in jail awaiting 
trial on charges of having emb- 
ezzled $34 million from PEMEX. 

But Calls for still more action, 
particularly against the two union 
leaders, have intensified. 


SANTIAGO — The activities of 
Chile’s secret police have brought 
them a barrage of criticism rec- 
ently. capped by a court ruling that 
they have no legal authority to 
arrest people or hold them in cla- 
ndestine prisons. 

The decision by a Santiago app- 
eals court followed the public sui- 
cide of a man who set fire to him- 
self because no one would tell him 
where the secret police, better 
known as the CNI or National Inf- . 
ormation Centre, were holding his 
son and daughter. 

Together with a raid last month 
on a house in the resort town of 
Vina Del Mar by a judge inv- 
estigating charges that the CNI 
was using it as a torture centre, the 
ruling is indicative of the more 
assertive stance adopted recently 
by the courts after a decade of mil- 
itary rule. 

President Augustor Pinochet, 
however, has greeted calls from 
lawyers, doctors, opposition pol- 
iticians. human rights groups and 
ihe Catholic Church for the CNI 
to be dissolved by saying only 
those with something to fear could 
object to it. 

"Thanks to the CNI you can 
sleep peacefully. Thanks to the 
CN 1 there is no terrorism," he told 
reporters. **f ask you. has anyone 
in your family been detained by 
the CNI? Or yours? Or Yours? 
well then, "normal" people have 
no problem." 

The day after the Vina Del Mar 
raid, five people being held in the 
house were freed and six were tur- 
ned over to the courts. 

One of those released. Antonio 
Palma. 23. told the magazine Hoy 
how he had been taken to the 
house, stripped, blindfolded, bea- 
ten and held underwater until he 
was almost drowned. 

“They gave me electric shocks, 
first on my legs, my knees the soles 
of my fecu each part of me in turn. 
vVhen they gave me an electric 
shock in my Genitals. I fainted ..." 
he said. 

A similar story was told by Can- 
delaria Acevedo, whose father set 
fire to himself in the main square 
of the southern city of Conception 
on Nov. J l after she and her bro- 
ther Galo were detained by the 
CNI. 

She was freed hours before her 
father died that night and her bro- 
ther was turned over to the courts 
the next day. accused of belo ng ing 
to an armed cell of the outlawed 
Communist Party. 

At the same time the auxiliary 
bishop of Concepcion, Alejandro 
Goic. called for the dissolution of 
the CNI, drawing support from 
the vicar general of Santiago, 


Moasignor Juan de Castro, and 
from the capital* s auxiliary bishop, 
Jorge Hourton. 

Among those to join the cam-, 
paign was the General Council of 
the Chilean Medical College, the 
Professional association of the. 
country’s doctors. 

It said in a statement: "The fac- 
ility given to bodies such as the 
CNJ to hold and torture people in 
secret locations is an unacceptable 
mutilation of Chilean justice and 
puts the lives of citizens in the 
hands of legally irresponsible off- 
icials whose actions make them a 
public danger to society." 

Human rights organisations col- 
lected about 4l»,lXH.t signatures for 
a petition calling for the CNI to be 
disbanded during a rally in San- 
tiago on Nov. IS. 


-The president of the Dem- 
ocratic Alliance. Enrique Silva 
Cimma. had said earlier on tel- 
evision that CNI agents had been 
involved in the murder last year of 
a charismatic trade union leader, 
Tucupael Jimenez. 

The director of the CNI, Gen. 
Humberto Gordon, promptly 
asked a military prosecutor to 
consider bringing charges of sla- 
ndering the armed forces against 
Mr. Silva Cimma. who has been 
acting as lawyer for ihe Kimenz 
family. 

In Vina Del Mar. military aut- 
horities filed a complaint against 
the judge who had raided the CNI 
centre. HaroJdo Brito. 


Judge Brito travelled to San- 
tiago the next day for an audience 
with the president of the Supreme 
Court. Rafael Retamal. 

Many lawyers have aitirbuted 
the new-found assertiveness of the 
courts to the election earlier this 
year of Mr. Retamal. a judge 
noted for being immune to gov- 
ernment displeasure. 

They detected his influence 
behind the appeals court ruling of 
Nov. 22 granting a writ of pro- 
tection to a worker who said he 
was being followed by CNI agents. 
The court said they had no aut- 
hority to arrest him or hold him in 
a secret prison. 

The court said the decree which 
set up the CNI in 1 977 did not give 
it any powers to execute arrest 
warrants, powers which the 1M0 
constitution expressly limited to 
the paramilitary police (Car- 
abineros) and to police detectives.

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Lebanese poet spreads Gibran’s message in U.S. 


WASHINGTON — Suhaii Bus- 
hrui is a Lebanese poet and sch- 
olar. He toured the United States 
in October to meet as many-Ame- 
ricans as possible- and introduce 
them to the works of Lebanese 
American author, ivahlil Gibran. 

Mr. Bushrui describes himself 
first and foremost as a poet. He is 
also a teacher, linguist and lec- 
turer who said he. thoroughly enj- 
oyed meeting between. 51KI and 
600 Americans during his . one- 
month stay in the United States. 
“Besides, speaking to my fellow 
academicians, I made' a point of 
meeting Americans from all walks 
of life — taxi drivers, porters, shoe 
shine people, tourists sipping cof- 
fee at the counter next to me. Tal- 
king to all these people has taught 
me more about this country than 
scholars could. My visit has been a 
real education,” he said. 


"As a result of my visit here," 
Mr. Bushrui continued, “I have 
concluded that America can l.ead 
the way toward a better world." 
He described the United States 
and Lebanon as two democracies 
existing today where East and" 
West can- still meet. 

Mr. Brchrui said that he was 
interested in how the United Sta- 
tes influenced modem Arab poe- 
try and . revolutionised change in 
modem literature as a whole. His 
mission to the United States, he 
explained, was to. make Ame- 
ricans aware of their Arab literary 
heritage and to present an exh- 
ibition on Kahlil Gibran. Bic- 
entennial observances for Gibran 
are currently -taking place thr- 
oughout the United States. 

He said the struggle of his peo- 
ple to survive was revealed in the 
work of Kahlil Gibran. Mr. Bus- 


hrui explained that Gibran and the 
many Lebanese who came ip the 
United Stales at the beginning of 
the century retained a close link 
between their old country and the 
United States. These Arab writes 
in turn were responsible for the 
tremendous modem rennaissance 
in Arab letters. “America has 
always been a symbol of freedom.' 
human achievement and the ble- 
nding of many races and cultures 
into one society,*' he said. 

While he was in the United Sta- 
tes. Mr. Bushrui gave a series of 
poetry readings and lectures on 
Gibran- On this first extended trip 
to the United States, Mr. Bushrui 
visited smaller colleges and cen- 
tres of learning because there “I 
could reach people I thought 
ought be more perceptive to the 
ideals that Gibran speaks about.*' 
he explained. 


Mr. Bushrui described Gibran 
as a "twentieth century author 
who does not appear in American 
English literature books." 

— Lebanon made Gibran and 
America formed him," _ he said, 
"but the works of Kahlil Gibran 
appear nowhere in American Eng- 
lish cunricuiurns - — oaly In Middle 
Eastern study- programmes.” he 
explained ihai this was because 
American English departments do 
not have sufficient knowledge of 
Arab writers, thus, they do not 
know how to approach the study 
of Gibran or Arab American lit- 
erature as a whole. 

"Americans should rem- 
ember,” he said, “that at the turn 
of the century the son of writing 
Gibran was doing was illustrative* 
of the age. Gibran wrote during 
the time of Freud at a period when 
men rejected the idea of a deity. 


This tradition has continued up to 

very recently. Gibran was that 
other voice touching our hearts, 
our conscience, our souls. It was 
that aspect we can never reach 
except by the word and the spirit". 

When Mr. Bushrui first arrived 
in the United States, he auended a 
conference of the Middle East 
Studies Association of North 
America in Chicago. Illinois. 
'There he chaired a panel dealing 
with the vision of Gibran and read 
a centennial tribute to the author. 
Mr. Bushrui also reported that he 
plans to write a book about the 
people he met in the United Sia- 
.tes. 

In Lebanon. Professor Bushrui 
is a leading translator of English 
works imo Arabic. In addition, he 
has served on many cultural affairs 
committees and is the author of 
several volumes of poetry, books

□go. he served on the Nobel Prize

he says, "take ail the honours

NEW YORK — Anthony Q uinn 
and a plump little Russian-born 
lady, Lila Kedova. are Broadway's 
latest odd. couple, recreating on 
stage the roles they played in the 
ly 65 hit film Zorba the Greek.

ZURICH (R) — The long road to Mexico began in 
Zurich Wednesday when the International Football 
Federation (FIFA) made the draw for the 1986 
World Soccer Cup qualifying stages. 


Only two of the 121 entrants 
will escape the marathon 3ti- 
momh ordeal of qualifying, as 
hosts Mexico and holders Italy are 
guaranteed places in the 24- 
nation finals which will run from 
.vlay 3 1 -June 29. 

FIFA stuck to the usual format 
of splitting the field into six sep- 
arate qualifying competitions — 
Europe. South America. ' Asia. 
Africa. Oceania and North Cen- 
tral America and the Caribbean. 

rhree limes winners Brazil, 
who took permanent possession of 
the old Jules Riraet trophy when 
they triumphed in Mexico in 1 971). 
were drawn against South Ame- 
rican neighbours Bolivia and Par-

But it was the seven European 
-groups which provided the major 
talking points. 

West Germany, winners in 
1954 and iy74 and runners up to 
Italy in Spain last summer, were 
the top seeds in a powerful Group 
Two where they will have to ove- 
rcome Czechoslovakia, Sweden. 
Portugal and Malta. 

The only certainty is that the 
Maltese will not be one of the* two 
teams who go to Mexico. 

The Netherlands, twice 
runners-up in the 1970s. were 
even uoluckier. 

They were surprisingly seeded a 
lowly third in one of the three 
four-nation groups where only the 
winner will be guaranteed a place 
in the finals, although the 
runners-up will go into a sup- 
plementary play-off. 

The Dutch were drawn in 
Group Five with top seeds Aus- 
tria. Hungary, who also reached 
the 1982 finals, and Cyprus. 

Even though the finals are still 
over two-and-a-half years away. 
Norway can start making alt- 
ernative plans for the summer of 
19X6. 

rhey were given a cruel deal in 
Group Six and will have to con- 
tend with the Soviet Union, the 
top seeds, resurgent Denmark, 
and always-dangerous Ireland and 
Switzerland. 

Group One appears to be a str- 
aight fight between Poland, third

in 1974 and 1982. and European 
Championship runners-up Bel- 
gium. although neither will relish 
their trips to Greece and Albania. 

Top-seeded England, the 1966 
World Champions, wifi be clear 
favourites in Group Three, lea- 
ving Northern Ireland and Rom- 
ania to battle it out for the second 
qualifying spot and Turkey and 
Finland making up the numbers. 

Ironically. England's qua- 
lification for the 1982 finals was at 
the expense of the Romanians 
who faltered in the run-in. 

France, who captured the ima- 
gination of the world with their 
flamboyant football in Spain 
where they finished fourth, were 
made top seeds in Group Four 
ahead of Yugoslavia and East 
Germany and Tittle Luxembourg. 

But the main threat could come 
from Bulgaria, who, despite a Jean 
spell at international level in rec- 
ent years, have unearthed a pro- 
mising crop of youngsters who 
should have matured nicely by the 
time the group campaign gets 
under way. 

The European section is com- 
pleted by Group Seven where 
top-seeded Spain face a double 
threat from Britain in the shape of 
Scotland, finalists in 1974, 1978 
and 1982, and Wales. 

Iceland, who make up the line- 
up, will not tdke many points from 
their six ties. 

Apart from Italy. Europe is 
guaranteed 12 qualifiers. The 
seven winners qualify direct as will 
the four runners-up in the five- 
nation sections. 

Hie runners-up from the three 
four-team groups will then play- 
off with the section winners going 
to Mexico and the second-placed 
'meeting the winners from Oceania 
— Australia. New Zealand. Tai- 
wan or Israel. 


The Oceania group will be pla- 
yed on a league basis in Australia 
and New Zealand. 

South America will provide 
four finalists, Brazil being the obv- 
ious favourites in Group Three. 

Argentina. World Cup winners 
in 1978 but a major dis- 
appointment in Spain, faee a' 
strong challenge from Peru in 
Group One which also includes 
Colombia and Venezuela. 

Uruguay, champions in 193U 
and 1950, were drawn against* 
Chile, finalists in 1982. and Ecu- 
ador. 

The three section winners will 
qualify direct for Mexico. The 
runners-up — plus the third- 
placed team in Group One — will 
then play-off for the fourth spot. 

Algeria and Cameroon, the Afr- 
ican representatives who acquited 
themselves so well in Spain, were 
given a first round bye with 
Ghana. 

rhey wili enter the straight kno- 
ckout competition at the second 
round stage where they will join 
the 13 first round winners. The 
two finalists at the end of the day 
will join the Mexican jamboree. 

For the first time, Asia will have 
two finalists from their 27 hop- 
efuls who have been split into 
eight sub-groups. 

Hie eight winners will then go 
on to the next stage, the draw for 
which will be made at a later date. 

As hosts, Mexico have already 
laid claim to one of the two places 
available to the North and Central 
America and Caribbean Con- 
federation. 

Guatemala were given a bye 
direct to the second round home 
and away league phase where they 
wifi be joined by the eight winners 
of the preliminary knock-out ties. 


MELBOURNE |R) - Baule- 
weary Ivan Lendl of Cze- 
choslovakia, still seeking his first 
Grand 51am tennis title, edged 
towards a showdown with Wim- 
bledon Champion John McEnroe 
in the Australian Open here on 
Wednesday and admitted: “I’ve 
had enough” 

Top- seeded Lendl, who heads 
the Men's Grand Prix points sta- 
ndings despite his lack of tou- 
rnament success, looked mentally 
and emotionally drained as he bat- 
tled to beat compatriot Tomas 
Smid and reach the last four. 

And after a tough year on the 
circuit with the effects of a virus 
still lingering, Lendl clearly does 
not relish the prospect of facing 
McEnroe in the final. 

After dismissing Sraid 7-6. 2-6, 
6-1. 6-2 to line-up a semifinal 
clash with American Tim May- 
otte, Lendl said he would not be so 
hasty in agreeing to play the Aus- 
tralian Open next year. 

“If I came back, it would be at 
the last minute and I would pro- 
bably play with a wild card.” said 
Lendl, who surrendered tamely to 
Jimmy Connors in the final of the 
U.S. Open in September. 

McEnroe, meanwhile, cruised 
past 20-year-old Australian Wally 
Masur 6-2, 6-1, 6-2 to set up a 
fascinating semifinal tie with 
third-seeded Swede Mats Wil- 
ander. 


Wilander. who leads the Swedes 
against Australia in the Davis Cup 
final here in three weeks, proved 
he was rapidly finding his form on 
grass with an emphatic 6-3. 6-4, 
7-6 win over South African-born 
American Johan Kriek. the def- 
ending champion. 

McEnroe, seeded number two 
conceded that Wilander was p la- 
ying well but said the 1 9- year-old 
Swede would have to find som- 
ething extra to reach the final. 
‘T ra not going to sit there and play 
back-court rallies with him,” war- 
ned McEnroe. 

Mayotte, seeded 15th, caused 
the upset of the quarter-final 
when he toppled fourth seed Eliot 
Teltscher, also of the U.S..

Martina Navratilova secured 
her passage to the semifinal of the 
women's singles on Wednesday 
when she beat Britain's Jo Durie 
in their raia-intemroted match.

MUNICH, West Germany t R} — 
Jahangir Khan of Pakistan took 
his third successive World Open 
Squash title Tuesday night with a 
brilliant victory over young Aus- 
tralian Chris Dittmar. 

Jahangir, unbeaten in 32 
months, defeated Dittmar 9-3, 
9-6, 9-U in 38 minutes in the first 
World Open final between tee- 
nagers. Both men are 19. 

But the world champion made a 
surprisingly sluggish start. He tra- 
iled 3-0 in the first game and took 
more than eight minutes to win his 
first point. 

Afterwards he explained that 
tournament organisers had given . 
him a wrong starting time for the 
match and that he had had to 
.hurry to the court when he.heard 
his name announced. 

“I was mentally rushing at the 
start" he said. 

Dittmar. the world's number 13 
and a surprise finalist said he 
threw everything he had at his 
opponent but it was not enough. 

Dittmar fought well in the sec- 
ond game, saving three game bails 


and recovered from 4-8 before 
losing 9-6. 

But he looked tired in the final 
game which Khan won in less than 
five minutes, winning the match 
With eight consecutive service 
points. 

The Australian, the only lea- 
ding lefi-hander in the game, said : 
“If I'd won the second game 1 
would have had a bit of heart." 

Dittmar was the third Aus- 
tralian Jahangir has beaten for the 
world title. His victim in 1981 was 
former World Champion Geoff 
Hunt and last year he defeated 
Dean Williams, world number 
three. 

bumming up wbyJahangir dom- 
inates the sport, Dittmar said: 
“He hits the ball better, he’s qui- 
cker, fitter and he's good at eve- 
rything.” 

Jahangir said after completing 
the tournament without dropping 
a game: “I was expecting a hard 
game. He’s been doing well in this 
tournament and he played belter 
against me today.”

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Committee says CIA should 
be proud of Fed secrecy 


WASHINGTON i R*— rhe U.S. 
Federal Reserve Board (Fed; 
which acts as the nation’s central 
bank, has a penchant for secrecy 
that the Central Intelligence Age- 
ncy i CIA) would be proud to 
match, a congressional com- 
mittee says in its annual report. 

In the document released Tue- 
sday the House of Rep- 
resentatives banking committee 
proposed that the veilof secrecy 
surrounding the board be lifted. 

The Fed, can affect interest 
rates and the economy by con- 
trolling the money supply. 

•‘It’s hard to criticise recent Fed 
monetary policy, because it’s alm- 
ostimpossibleiosay what that pol- 
icy has been." the committee rep- 
on said. 

" rhe Fed has tried to confuse 
observers of its policy for years, 
but since iy7y the penchant for 
secrecy has disintegrated into a 


near obsession.. 

"The board of governors has 
not been authorised to conduct 
covert operations in our nation's 
money markets, but the Cenn-al 
Intelligence Agency would be 
proud to match the Fed's record 
for operating in the shadows." 

h said the secrecy caused unn- 
ecessary volatility in money mar- 
kets and led to unreasonably high 
interest rates. 

Minority Republicans on the 
committee issued a separate rep- 
ort saying the language about sec- 
recy bordered on slander, though 
some Republicans agreed with 
some recommendations. 

" rhe fur is flying," said Texas 
Republican representative Mr. 
Ron Paul, who predicted a lively 
debate over the report in nion- 
etary circles. 

The Fed’s “obsessive secrecy 
and mysticism" causes uncertainty 


in capital markets and is des- 
tructive. he said. 

The committee recommended 

that Fed policymakers should 
announce the board's actions 
when decisions are made and take 
other steps to make its policy pub- 
lic and more timely. 

Fed Chairman Paul Volcker. 
who had seen a draft report, said 
in New York Tuesday that he dis- 
agreed with announcing decisions 
immediately. 

But he agreed with some minor 
recommendations, such as the 
broadening of regional Fed bank 
membership, the publication of 
detailed minutes of meetings 
every four years and the syn- 
chronisation " of the Fed cha- 
irman's four-year term with that 
of the president. Hie last would 
enable an incoming president to 
appoint his own Fed chairman. 


Thousands of foreigners 
work illegally in W. Germany 


BONN i R) — Thousands of Bri- 
tons. Irish and Dutch working ill- 
egally in West Germany are cos- 
ting the country millions of marks 
and keeping local people out of 
jobs they badly need, according to 
the Federal Police Office < BKA). 

Paying neither taxes nor social 
security contributions, the for- 
eigners live on casual work, mai- 
nly in the building industry. Some 
also draw unemployment benefits 
from their home countries, though 
Britain restricts this to 3 months at 
a lime. 

As citizens of European Com- 
munity countries they have the 
right to work in West Germany 
but they escape taxes by not reg- 
istering with Lhe police and other 
authorities, an obligation for West 
Germans as well as foreigners. 

Although the world economic 
recession has hurt West Germany 
and pushed up the jobless rate to 
s. 7 per cent, the country still rem- 
ains attractive even topeopltfrom 
otjter industrial pations,_aJ*Bour* 
ministry spokesman told RMHens; - 

The BKA estimates thaTwith 
seasonal adjustments some 
31KMHMI foreigners, 5(Mlim of 
them British, work illegally in con- 
siruciion. an industry with 
1 U6.ru in jobless. 

Included in those numbers, 
which the BKA called alarming, 
are also Italians. Austrians. Yug- 
oslavs. Turks and some Eastern 
Europeans. 

According to the Federai Lab- 
our Office, offenders tend to con- 
gregate in the southern slates of 
Bavaria and Baden Wue- 


memberg and in north Rhine- 
Westphalia and Lower Saxony. 

A labour office spokesman said 
other targets of illegal activity 
were the chemical and metal ind- 
ustries. shipbuilding, seaports, 
catering and agriculture. 

Bui he said the building sector 
was the most popular because it 
seemed well adapted to the needs 
of the illegal workers, giviag them 
seasonal work which they could 
easily abandon if they suspected 
there was any danger of geuiog 
caught. • 

” These people can play with 
marked cards." the spokesman 
said. “ They get paid in cash, som- 
etimes more than the legal, wor- 
kers, and don't lose any in tax.” 

The BKA blamed 'brokers” in 
W est Germany and abroad for the 
large numbers of illegal workers. 

rhe brokers find building con- 
tractors willing to turn a blind eye 
to unregistered workers. 

The BKA said it was inv- 
esiigating.42uer E21HJ cases inv- 
olving illegal work. 

Last summer police raided over 
240 construction firms in West 
Germany and abroad after dis- 
covering a labour racket and sei- 
zed boxes full of faked W est Ger- 
man and British health insurance 
stamps. 

4 Britons and a Dutchman were 
arrested but have not yet been 
brought to trial.

The workers face expulsion 
from West Germany, fines of up to 
1 .out) marks t S40tlj. or one year’s 
jail. 

Hie ministry said an illegal bui- 
lding site worker can earn from 
about X marks (S3j an hour and 
pay no tax.

Disagreement emerges 
at start of oil talks 


GENEVA (R) — Disagreement on tbe future of oil 
prices emerged at the start of talks among ministers 
of the 13-member Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC) here Wednesday. 


As delegates assembled for the 
first session of the open-ended 
conference. Saudi Oil Minister 
Ahmad Zaki Vamani told rep- 
orters his country was pledged to 
freeze prices at least until the end 
of 19X5. 

“1 assure you it will be like this 
because we will never in Saudi 
Arabia increase our price. This is a 
well known policy even if you have 
a majority in OPEC to increase 
il" Sheikh Yamani said. 

Iranian Oil Minister Moh- 
ammad Gharazi said before the 
start of the session that he would 
be pressing for a price increase in 
OPEC's benchmark price of S2y a 
barrel fixed last .March. 


He told reporters the price issue 
was more important to Iran than 
an adjustment in quotas assigned 
to individual members. 

Mr. Gharazi said he had support 
among other ministers for an inc- 
rease in the benchmark which 
stood at S34 until a S5 cut was, 
imposed in March. 

Conference sources said the 
ministers would hear a pessimistic 
report from a 4- man market mon- 
itoring committee on the state of 
the world oil market. 

The report indicates that the 
exporter group would be hard- 
pressed to maintain the current 
benchmark and an existing output 
ceiling of 17.5 million barrels a 


day in the first quarter of 1 yS4. the 
sources said. 

They said the report shows cur- 
rent OPEC output was now just 
barely above the ceiling at 17.6 
million barrels daily. 

The market monitoring com- 
mittee decided Tuesday io rec- 
ommend that the group keep its 
output ceiling at 1 7.5 million bar- 
rels a day and its benchmark price 
at S2y a barrel. 

Indonesia's oil minister. Dr. 
Subroto. a member of the com- 
mute. told reporters Tuesday: 
"We will recommend this Wed- 
nesday to the meeting and see 
what the meeting has to say." 

As the committee met. oil mar- 
ket weakness was underlined by 
reports that the Soviet Union had 
offered an oil price cut of V(> cents 
a barrel to European customers. 

Several oil ministers believe the 
committee's recommendations 
will be adopted. 


E.C. enters new phase 
of financial uncertainty 


ATHENS iR) — The troubled 
finances of the European Com- 
munity i E.C.) have entered a new 
period of uncertainty following 
the failure of summit talks, which 
ended here Tuesday, to resolve 
key budgetary questions. 

The collapse of community lea- 
ders' efforts to reconcile deep dif- 
ferences of opinion, particularly 
on how to cut costs and share them 
more fairly and how to curb farm 
subsidies, has raised fresh concern 
about the fate of the 1V»X4 budget 
and about the community's ability 
to go on financing existing levels 
of farm spending. 

European Parliament President 
Piet Danken. speaking on Dutch 
radio, said the impasse at Athens 
could spread unrest among those 
groups — especially farmers -• 
who would be hit financially by the 
politicians' indecision. 

The community's executive 
commission, whose’ proposals for 


farm economy measures split the 
government leaders into several 
camps, met Tuesday night in Bru- 
ssels to study its next move. 

The commission had already 
planned to defer until the end of 
January its politically sensitive 
annual price- fixing proposals for 
the community's s million far- 
mers. 

Community sources said the 
summit outcome would give the 
commission even less room for 
manoeuvre in avoiding actual cuts 
in farm prices because the bloc 
would soon run up against the cei- 
ling of its available financial res- 
ources. 

Commission President Gaston 
I’hom is due to hold talks in Bru- 
ssels on Friday with Mr. Dankert 
and the Greek presidency of the 
council of ministers in an attempt 
id explore possible avenues tow- 
ards a settlement. 


Friday’s talks could have a bea- 
ring on the European Parliament's 
attitude next week when it must 
decide whether to reject the com- 
munity's annual budget for only 
the second time in the assembly's 
life of more than 3<i years. 

Parliament froze budget ref- 
unds for Britain and West Ger- 
many and 5 per cent of proposed 
farm expenditure and left open 
the possibility of rejecting the 
whole budget if the summit did not 
make progress in solving the lin- 
ked problems of farm spending 
controls, development of new 
community policies and a fairer 
share-out of community costs. 

But parliamentary sources said 
there were serious question marks 
over whether the necessary maj- 
ority could be mustered for a blo- 
cking action that could bring par- 
liament into direct conflict with 
community governments.

World’s costliest oil well contains only water 


NEW YORKtR)— Ahalfbillion 
dollar oil well drilled far inside the 
Arctic Circle has produced only 
water, and may rank as the ind- 
ustry’s most expensive failure. 

The Mukluk well off the North 
Alaskan coast, in which British 
Petroleum i B.P.j has the largest 
stake, totalling nearly 40 per cent, 
was widely expected to be a major 
oil source in the 19y0s. 

Analysts now say it may become 
a total writeoff. 

Operating from a manmade 
gravel island constructed in the 
Beaufort Sea at a cost of SI 30 mil- 
lion. prospectors began drilling on 


Nov. l and Tuesday reached the 
planned depih of X.145 feet 
1 2,483 metres). 

A spokesman for the Diamond 
Shamrock Corporation, which has 
a III per cent stake, said: "The 
well found hundreds of feet of 
oil-stained sands. However, there 
appears to have been no trap to 
hold the oil within the formation. 
The oil seems to have seeped out 
of Mukluk long, long ago.” 

Drilling will restart in two 
weeks' time to reach a possible 
secondary stratum at y.700 feet 
(2,900 metres). 

Depending on the results, fur- 


ther exploration may then be 
tried. 

But analysis said the failure of 
the main area of drilling interest 
made it much less probable thaL 
secondary drilling targets would 
prove commercially viable.

"It is a disappointing well by 
any of our standards." com- 
mented B.P. chairman Mr. Peter 
Walters. 

Diamond Shamrock said it exp- 
ected to write off its investment 
but did not estimate its losses. 

Sohio. which owns 3 1 .4 per cent 
of the well, did not say whether it 
would write off its investment, but 
analysts said it could have a charge 
of about SI per share in the cur- 
rent quarter or afterwards.

"We’ve got a nice mixture of 
experiments in all the disciplines 
laid out for the extra day. ana eve- 
rybody was most excited about 
that extra day materialising." Kick 
Chappell, chief U.S. scientist for 
the mission, said Tuesday. 

The four scientific crew 
Byron Lichtenberg. Owen Car- 
rion. Robert Parker and Ulf 
Merbold of West Germany 
have carried out dozens of exp- 
eriments from 14 countries in the 
past eight days. 

Later W ednesday. the crew 


were to start Mowing equipment 
and preparing spacelab for Thu- 
rsday’s landing at l5*5xGMr. A 
decision to extend the flight was 
made by mission controllers Tue- 
sday after they received a fav- 
ourable weather forecast for Cal- 
ifornia. 

Although it seemed likely the 
crew would be tired after more 
than a week of intensive scientific 
work.

West led the king of dubs, 
taken by the ace. Since the 


probable trump break was 
4-2, declarer realized that he 
could not afford to ruff two 
clubs on the table — that 
would set up a trump trick 
for the defenders. Also, if 
diamonds followed the 
percentages and split 4-2. 
declarer would have to ruff 
twice in his hand to set up 
the suit, which would leave a 
defender with a long trump. 

Declarer found a rather 
elegant solution to his 
problem. He decided that he 
would lose a diamond trick — 
and the only convenient time 
to do so was immediately! 

At trick two declarer led a 
low diamond from dummy. 
East won the queen and 
shifted to the ten of hearts, 
but declarer was in control. 
He won the ace in hand, 
crossed to the queen of 
trumps and ruffed a diamond. 
Now he drew all the trumps, 
entered dummy with the 
king of hearts and took the 
four diamond tricks to bring 
his total to twelve tricks. 

When you first looked at 
this hand, did you think that 
the only way to make the 
slam would be to concede an 
immediate trick in 
diamonds? If your answer is 
yes, we would bate to have 
you as one of our opponents 
next time we sit down at the 
rubber bridge table.

2 Soviet army defectors 
come to N.Y. from Kabul 


NEW VOKKiK; • Two teenage 
Soviet soldiers who defected in 
Afghanistan said they were mis- 
treated and lied to by officers and 
disgusted with the "dirty war”. 

The two arrived in New *ork 
Iasi week to become the linsi def- 
ectors from the Afghan conflict to 
be given refugee status to live in 
the United States permanently. 

Speaking at a press conference 
.sponsored by Freedom House, the 
U.S. human rights organisation 
that helped arrange their flight 
from Afghanistan. Private Nik- 
olay Ryzhkov. 19. said: "1 didn’t 
want lo be a pan of this dirty war. 
so I defected." 


Alexander Voronov, also 19 
and a private, said he defected 
because he was constantly mis- 
treated and beaten by officers. 

Pvt. Voronov, who spoke pri- 
vately with reporters after Pvt. 
Kvzhkov held a press conference, 
said: *i was hit in the face for not 
bringing an officera glass of water. 
It was very bad for me in the Sov- 
iet army." 

Neither said he saw any Soviet 
"atrocities’*. 

The two defected from different 
parts of Afghanistan last summer 
and then spent months living with 
Afghan rebels at seem base 
camps. 


India tightens security 
after secrets scandal 


NEW DELHI i K} — The Indian 
government has announced str- 
icter security measures following a 
secrets scandal involving the arr- 
est of senior retired military off- 
icers which has shaken the cou- 
ntry. 

Defence Minister Kamaswami 
Venkataraman told parliament 
Tuesday that three senior military 
officers and a civilian had been 
arrested under the Official Secrets 
Act. Press reports suggested the 
United StaLes had been supplied 
with top-secret details of Soviet 
arms acquired by India. 

Two of the officers were bro- 
thers. one an army major-general 
and the other an air vice-marshal, 
vlr. Venkataraman said. 

The U.S. mission in New Delhi 
and India's external affairs min- 
istry had no comment to make on 
press reports suggesting the pos- 
sible expulsion of U.S. diploamis 
from the country. 

The affair is potentially dam- 
aging and serious for India bec- 
ause of the senior ranks of the off- 
icers arrested and the Soviet 
Union's rote as India’s biggest 
arms supplier. 

"I would like to assure the 
house that sieps have been imm- 


ediately taken to prevent leakage 
of any classified information," Mr. 
Venkaiaraman said. 

One security measure imposed 
was a curb on retired officers’ acc- 
ess to classified defence doc- 
uments in military libraries, the 
defence minister said. 

His statement followed dem- 
ands by several opposition par- 
liamentarians for an government 
explanation of a report in the Ind- 
ian Express newspaper Tuesday. 

It said secrets about weapon 
purchases from the Soviet Union 
were passed on over a period of 
five years, adding that they con- 
cerned mainly details of aircraft 
and armaments. 

India has acquired recent mod- 
els of vliG aircraft, tanks and 
other weapons from the Soviet 
Union over the pstsi few years. 

i he Express report said the Ind- 
ian external affairs ministry was 
also examining the role of four 
American diplomats. 

vlr. Venkataraman said the 
four arrested men were vlaj.-Gen. 
Frank Larkins. 65. his younger 
brother Air Vice- Marshal Ken- 
neth Dalton Larkins. 5.s. Li.-Col. 
Jasb/r iingh and civilian Jaspal 
aingh i fill. 


Sri Lankan ‘peace walk’ 
ends at state’s request 


COLOMBO iRj A planned 
"peace walk” across Sri Lanka, 
begun Tuesday by 5.IHIO people to 
promote ethnic harmony, has 
been abandoned after only 24 kil- 
ometres at the request, of Pre- 
sident Junius Jayewardene. org- 
anisers said W ednesday. 

The marchers, all dressed in 
while, had set out. from the city of 
Kataragama in the south to push 
for better relations among the isl- 
and's majority Sinhalese and min- 
ority Tamils. 

Led by Buddhist. Hindu. Mus- 
lim and Christian clergy, the mar- 
chers had planned to walk I.oihj 
kilometres across the country. 

But vlr. Jayewardene. trying lo 
find a political solution to the eth- 1 
nic problem. Tuesday night asked 
organisers to put off the walk until 


after a proposed conference of all 
political parties. 

The president spoke to mar- 
chers at nssamaharama after they 
had trekked 24 kilometres on the 
first leg of the walk. 

vlr. Jayewardene said letters 
had been received threatening to 
disrupt the litf-day peace walk 
which was to pass through hun- 
dreds of villages across- the cou- 
ntry from the south to the north. 

He said the life of the organiser. 
52-year-old A. T. Ariyaraina. was 
at risk but did not elaborate. 

A pirate radio, believed bv pol- 
ice to be operated bv a group of 
guerrillas fighting for a separate 
Tamil state in northern bri Lanka, 
lust weekend urged Tamils to boy- 
coil the march, listeners said.
